_A wide variety of subjects are dis- 
cussed. More liberality in religion, 
manual training in our schools, the 
necessity of a pure electoral system, 
the dangers wrought by indiscriminate 
charity, the benefits of building asso- 
ciations, the dangers of strong drink, 
the abolition of child labor, the out- 
rageous libel and slander laws, the 
laxity of our divorce system, the re- 
striction of immigration, the teaching 
of patriotism in the schoolroom.

An Observance of Washington's In- 
augural—The Triumph of Venus 
—Selections at Home—Interesting 
Local Budget. 

PASADENA, “April 28.—[Correspond- 
ence of Tam Tres.) The sweltering 
heat of the sun in the valley during 
the warm summer months will be the 
means of driving a large portion of the 
populace to the seashore and moun- 
tains. Already the direction of the 
sun’s rays is being rapidly felt, suffi- 
ciently enough to cause an exodus to a 
cooler atmosphere. During the present 
torrid season, which has only just be- 
gun, the mountains are being anxiously 
watched and long trips to their shady 


retreats are daily under contemplation. 


The proposition to build an observatory 
on Wilson’s Peak, with now only a 
grain of truth realized in that direc- 
tion, is already beginning to show 
signe of fruitage. During the past six 
weeks the work of construction has 
been going on, and in another week 
the — eye will be permitted to 
view heavens through a 13-inch 
lens. The task of getting out the tim- 
bers in the forest has been by no 
means an easy one, as any one 
well acquainted with the mountains 
in the vicinity of the peak well knows. 
At the highest point, or nearly so, the 
temporary observatory structure has 
been placed. The building is in the 
form of asquare, covering about 400 
square feet of surface. The height is 
about ten feet. Above is the dome, 
around which is laid the circular track

The exterior is not made of boards, 
but the rough timbers are covered with 
heavy canvas. At one end of the 
building is a small aunex which will 
be used by the observers as a sleeping 
apartment. Everything will be in 
readiness within a week, and the pub- 
lic given certain hours during the day 
only to look through the large tele- 
scope. In the evening the astronomers 
will use the instrument in their inves- 
tigations of the celestial bodies. As a 
large delegation of tourists, residents 
und others contemplate making the 
rip. few suggestions here would not 
de outof place.

Many a 8 
tossed sailor, homesick, got message 
kindness by that rock, and many a 
homestead heard good news from a boy 
long gone. Would that all the heights 
‘of our national prosperity were in in- 
terchange of sympathies—prayers going 
up meeting blessings coming do 
Postal celestial, not by a storm struck 
rock on a wintry coast, but by the 
Rock of Ages. hee
